(screws), German rails are still used only in the Sudetenland, Permanent 
ways are generally in good shape, sleepers having been replaced by new

where Locomotives of the 367 series and heavier must pass at a reduced 
speed of £0 mph, Locomotives of less weight may pass at full speed, 
fhe junction at Velky.Osdk is equipped with a triangle or are (Oblouk) 
which eliminates the necgssity for reversing locomotives and vermit®ine.
